press matter, wo do not believe that 
the monopoly would allow them to .bo 
placed on board their precious boat. 
It was this same selfish, grasping dis- 
posi.fon that played the Navigation 
Company out on the Portland route; 
and it will end in thoir being driven 
out of this tiado by the first British or 
American boat that will consent to 
carry tho mails at a roasonablo rate 
per trip. If iho Labouohoro had not 
been lost, tho Navigation Company 
would have beon glad lo porforin the 
Borvico for nothing. Tniink heaven, 
however, woaro not completely nt tho 
mercy of this Company.

A Bill entitled on Oidmance, to exempt the 
iJnmestcad and other Property from 
forced Seizure und Sale in certain cases 

AVhereas it is e-<|i('dient to exempt porliniis 
of the lieul and peisonal estate ol Uebtcr 
and others Irom forced seizure and sale io 
certain cases : 

Be it enacled by the Governor ol British 
(^)luM>bia, with the advice and consent of the 
LegislalivH Council thereof, as followa: — 

The word "llomej'ead" shall bo held to 
me in the pieres or parcels of L ind, together 
wilh any erections or buil lings thereon, 
whether Leasehold or Freehold, wiib their 
rights, members, and appurtenances which 
Hhall he dulv re;;isiorcd ns such in manner 
hereiniiller mentioned; and for the purposes 
ol this Ordi naiic ' an) erection or Ouilding on 
any such homestead, whether or not the s.unc 
hi' afiixed l.j ihe soil, shall bo taki'ti lo bo 
Ueal l*>tute and part of such Homestead. 

If. The Ilome«ttad aforesaid sbull he 
registered in manner following : The owner 
i]f such llome.siead shall cau«e the Tiile to 
the same to be register^ d by the Registrar 
Gfiietiil as in the caa>! of other Ileal Kstaie, 
and in addition thereto shall cau^e a Nutic: 
(rj Registration, which may be in the form 1 
in tlio Sehedule hereunto anoejted, to be 
lodu'ed with tho Kegistrar General of the 
said Colony, accompanied with a Scbedulo of 
liislrumeots, evidencing his Title lo such 
Momesleail. and a di'claration lo the efl.'Cl 
nieiitionetl in forms 2 and 3 respectively,

The Capital Question! 

Action Dcferrfiil for tiin Present ! 

'I'lin (iovenior lays heluro tiio Le;,'ialativc 
Council lor llieir information certain poti- 
tions addressed to him retiuoating that Vic- 
t'lria iiiuy he tuadc, according lo sotne of 
thR3:> papers the c.ipital — according lo olhera 
iho seat of lioveromonl of the United Col- 
ony. It IS in no cavilling spirit that he po'^nia 
out that those first alluded to oppear to have 
been signed under a false impression ; there 
is no intontion of erecting poblic olficea in 
Xnw WosiminalT during tho present ccn- 
ditiun ol tho Colonial financea. The Govern- 
inMit ollicers do nol complain ol the accoin- 
luoilalion allordcd ihern ; and if economy be 
a line considdred, the relontion of the scat of 
Government on Iho bunks ol the Fra^er is 
to be prelerred, inasmuch as considerable 
outlay would be required to make the iio\- 
crnnienl house at Victoria permanetilly 
hiibiiublo. It is a matier of iiincerc regret lo 
Ihe Governor that this vast and thinly peopled 
territoiy should, in the early stage of ile 
political existence, have been divided into 
two separate Coloni<!8,,aDd that two „DeoeB^ 
Huiily rlvarlawds^hauld b'av^ -been'fooiided 
io comparatively close proximity. Hia labora 
would now be lighter, and tbo Colony more 
prosperous, had the ippare rcsoorcea of tbo in- 
habilunts been concentrated in the erection 
of ono town of magnitude ol sulBoient im- 
portance and atlrnolion lo retain during the 
winter the greater part of tho unattached 
population ot the Colony. Ho would no 
care if the site for the capital had been fi.xed 
where Vicioria now Ktands, or on tho bay of 
E-qiiim lit, or at New Weatminster ; nor 
could he, if tbe matter bad been clearly un- 
derstood by all, have objected to live io the 
chicl town, or within a certain radios of it, 
and another upon those who took. to other 
occupations in outlying diytricta. But it Is 
not in order to express regret over tbe pail 
that tbe Qoveroor now commenta on Ibe 
peti'ions he forwards. New Westminster 
wcis. by proclamation having thu force of law, 
cieaiod tbe capital of iiritish Columbia. 
Her Majesty was invited lo name the young 
city, and bestowed on it the designation it 
now beura. Though styled " capital," it 
would not appear to have been the seat ol 
GoverntncMt, and tho atl.iirs of the mainland 
were direcied from Ibe chief town nt the 
m ighboting iosnlar Colony. Dissatiaraotioo, 
wbciber goi^cral or local tbe Governor is not 
in a position to say, ensued, and Bet- M > 
je^ty was advised lo separate the adminis- 
;ratii)n of the Givernment of I3riti-h Coluin- 
bin Irom that of Vancouver Idand. In his 
acceptance of oflico in this Colony llio pres- 
on' Governor was inatruclcd to uso all means 
in his power to bring about un entire union 
of tho two Colonies, which Iho Secretary of 
Statu had reluclatitly advised the Qioen to 
disconnect. Ilia Grace slated that it was iho 
intention of the Giivernmont that New West- 
minster should be the scat ol Oovcnimcnl ol 
ilu) Colony if a fusion could be obtained, 
eltliiiu^h he believed that Victoria would 
u ways retain her oommeroial supremacy. 
I ho Logialature of the mainland was aooord- 
ingly called upon to provide a house anitably 
luniishcd for Ihc residoiico of Ihj Governor, 
wliile no sueli provi.ion was required from 
Vancouver Island. On his nnivul in tbe 
ijiiliitiy, tho Governor loui.d the turn ol 
i"l(l,(li)0 voted for tho erection of public 
buililiiigs in Nesv Westmioaier ; but wilh tho 
cheer. ul ooneurrenci of tbo public olTicers 
interested ; he declined lo lay oul the money 
In that miitioer, clioo,>-ing lalherin tho general 
interest lo devoio lo tlio hiwering, by ini- 
proveiuent in coinmuoicotion, the price ol 
oominoditiea in the gold districts. In tbe 
di siro for Union, the Governor looked lor 
iireiil and material advnnlage lo the present 
('(ilony until the Imperial Legisluturo had 
Considered the time had arrived lor (arrying 
into (dl'i^cl a policy Her Miijesly's Govern^ 
nienl has steadily kept in view. When 
British ititureats on Ihe shores ot the North 
I'Mcific were oooaolidatod by not of. Parlia.- 
meiit, thu Governor understands that during 
the pussagd of tho act it was slated in both 
Houses of I'lrltatnunt that Now VVost- 
ininsler should be the seat of tho general 
Goveriinienl. An iiiflui.nlial nienibcr of ihu 
Guvernuionl informed him u lew days before 
his dupaituro from England: "I do not 
ihiiili it necessary that the Heorolary. of State 
sliiitild give you instructions aa to tho seat 
ol Gov rntneiil. It is understood that New 
''Vehlmiiisler iihoiild ho tho Ciipit,il, and 
that you shou'd visit Vicioria when you think 
ncoessury ; but if you wish for dufinito orders 
you will do beat to ask for tliern in u formal 
letter lo tho Secretary of .Stale." Tho (Jov- 
ernor has no doubt that such un application 
would have resullod in u royal decision in 
hivor of New WuHlminsier ; und he may 
statu, that it was in hi.s intercession alone 
Ihut Ihu order to sell the Qovernmoot House, 
ul Victoria, was withheld, lie ia of opioion 
that Iho question aa to the future seat of Gov> 
ernmeni, und of the asaemhluga of Ihe Lngia- 
Idturo hail butter ultimately bo decided on 
loual reoumuiondulion. Ha wonld, howov.ir, 
not dealro that tho iutereat of New VVeatniioster 
abould bo projudioed by his regard for tbo 
general interests of the Colony having been 



superior to that ho felt for tho comfort of 
himeclt and tbo public ofncera ; nor on tbe 
other band, would he wish any; undue' coii- 
sidoiation to be given in favor of Victoria 
ou aoconnt of a larce outlay hnviiig been 
made on a govcrnoi'a n.'sidiMico ut a time 
when Vancouver Island could but ill ulford 
it. He would take no Qdvaniagu ol the hicl 
of one eection of the Colony, having asked 
fur unconditional union, while the other stood 
aloof ; oor vvuuld be maintaio that tho pro- 
clamation, though having tho force ot law, 
may not bo repealed when iho commoiiily 
roocbea h more advanced state ol iiopulution 
and mode of government ; but lor llie 
present, he will leave iiiaiters r.s they are 
He will watch, without iirelcronce or pre- 
judice, over the gonerul inierests of the 
Colony aa they may develop ihemaalves 
io tbo uncertain future, and will be prepareil 
to act upon his own judgment in the advice, 
if any, which ho may lay liCforo Her 
Majesty's Miiiiaters. lie trusts that no i ti-
